UPI said that the U.S. proposals were 
helleved to encompass a halt of bombing 
raids over the North, 8. decrease of North 
Vietnamese military activity in the South 
— especially around the demilitarized 
zone — and the expansion of the peace 
taiks to include the Saigon Government 
and the National Liberation Front, poli- 
tical arm of the Vietcong. 

It was understood that an answer to 
.the U.S. proposal is expected soon, pos- 
sibly when Le Duc Tho, highest ranking 
mentber of the Hanoi delegation to the 
talks, returns from North Vietnam. Mr. 
Tho left Paris abruptly last Monday and 
arrived in Hanoi Friday, after stops in 
Moscow and Peking. 

‘IMPOSSIBLE’ 

South Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu said last night in Saigon that uncon- 
ditional halt of the bombing of North Viet- 
pam was “impossible.” His government 
would never talk with the Vietcong, he 
added. Mr. Thieu repeated his statements 
made earlier in the day in Vung Tau that 
there has been “no breakthrough as yet" 
in American efforts to get Hanoi to 2 
peace conference hy offering 6 halt to 
U.S. bonybing of the North. 

He said that before a bombing halt 
eould be permitted North Vietnam would 
have to agree to de-escalate its part of 
the war. He said a bombing pause would 
be 8 matter of goodwill “so North Viet- 
namese would have to answer with their 
goodwill also.” . 

Barlier yesterday, Reuter carried, in a 
dispatch from Saigon, a statement attri- 
buted to President Thieu that North Viet- 
ram had accepted American proposals for 
ἃ bombing halt of North Vietnam. The 
item was later withdrawn.

from exile 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Stalin's successor, 
Georgi Malenkov, has returned to Moscow 
from virtual exile on the Chinese frontier 
and has .gone into “comfortable retire- 
iment," aecerding toe sources here. 

When Statin died in 1953, Malenkov 
took the premiership and the office of 
Party First Secretary. With former Pre- 
miier Molotov and Security Chief Lavrenti 
Beria, he formed a triumvirate of supreme 
power. Apparently Molotov and Beria 
feared Malenkoy was becoming too strong, 
and they-stripped him of the party leader- 
ship and gave that office to ἃ then rela- 
tively unknown comrade, Nikita Khrush- 
chev. Malenkov remained until 1955, when 
Ixhrushchev ousted him.

She was accompanied 
by her children, Caroline acd Joha, aud 
her sisters-In-law, Mrs. Stephea Smith aud 
Patricia Kennedy. Mrs. Kennedy agreed 
to pose for photographers only after they 
had refused ta leave the island following 2 
row with guards employed by Mr. Onassis. 

Mrs, Kennedy is a devout Romana Catho- 
lic and her marriage according to Greck 
Orthodox rites has ulready drawn strong 
comment, The Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Athens said it would not be recognized 
by the Catholic church. Fram Vatican ex- 
perts came the ominous prediction that 
even if Mrs. Kennedy wag not formally 
excommunicated — if the Church did not 
resognize her marriage — she would be 
in a state of mortal sin and ineligible to 
recelve the sacrament. Vatican sources 
stressed that although the Church weuld 
look with disfavour on ihe mixed mar- 
riage, this was not the critical issue. The 
stumbling block was stated clearly by the 
Archbishop of Atheng — Mr. Onassis is a 
Greek Orthodox Christian and is divorced 
from his first. wife, Christina. now married 
to the English Peer, Lord Blandford.

The “Nattonalists” argue that the Syrian 
regime should concentrate Its main ener- 
gies on ‘mobilising the country for “the 
struggle with Israel,” s0 much so, accor 
ing to one report, that they ealled for a 
cut in the country’s development spend- 
ing. 


FACTORIES OR GUNS 

The “Progressives” say that Israel's 
rrimary aim is to keep the Arabs in a 
state of backwardness. The struggle for 
economic and social progress is therefore 
inseparable from the struggle against 
Zionism. If there has to he a straight 
choice between factories and guns it is 
guos which should be foregone —~ an 
argument which could be interpreted as 
a call for an indefinite postponement of 
the fight to regain Palestine, writes Hirst. 


The “Nationalists” are said to be unhapppy 
about Syria's execssive dependence on the 
Soviet Union, arguing — according to one 
report—that through its ald in all fields it 
has ‘ul means of forcing Syria to 
accept the peaceful settlement it favours. 


Czech Assembly ratifies pact 
on Soviet troop presence 


PRAGUE (UPI). — Czechosiovakia and the Soviet Union on Friday ratified a 
Soviet-imposed treaty providing for “temporary” occupation by elements of the 
Soviet bloc armies which invaded the nation in August. 


Radio Czechoslovakia said four of the 
242 deputies present in the National As- 
sembly voted against the treaty and 10 
abstained, Reports had circulated that a 
majority of the Assembly might boycott 
the emergency ratification session. 

In Moscow, Tass said the Soviet Union 
and Czechoslovakia exchanged notes 
“through which they informed each other 
that the corresponding constitutional or- 
gZans of the two countries had approved 
and ratifled the treaty.” The treaty takes 
effect immediately and the implication 
was the Russians would now begin to 
withdraw most of tho estimated 240,000 
occupying troops, leaving a garrison force 
estimated by diplomatic sources at about 
75,000 men. ἜΝ 

In the Assembly Mr. Sernik said that 
the nation's western border with West 
Ge “will remain entirely in the 
hands of the Czechoslovak Army” and 
Soviet troops: will tn the country’s 
two largest cities, P: @ and Bratislava. 


The Soviet troops would remain “because 
of the danger of West Germany militarism 
and revanchism and the existence of 
Nato," Mr. Cernik said.

Beamon's tremendous .leap was the 
highlight of a day in which Lee Evans 
of the U.S. set a new world mark for the 
men's 400 metres, and Irena Szewinska 
of Poland broke the world record in the 
women's 200 metres. 

The “black power” controversy came to 
a head Fridey, when 200-metres gold and 
bronze medallists Tommie Smith and John 
Carlos were suspended from the U.S. 
team..The U.S. Olympic committee sus- 
‘pended Smith and Carlos after being told 
by the International Olympic Committee 
that if they went undisciplined, the whole 
U.S. contingent might be thrown out of 
the Games. 

Beamon and the three U.S. medallists 
in the 400 metres made mild black power 
demonstrations as they received their 
awards. Beamon wore high black socks, 
and pulled his warm-up svit above the 
}mees so they could be seen, Evans, sil- 
ver medallist Larry James and bronze 
medslist Ron Freeman wore black be- 
rets when they went to the stand, but 
removed the hats and stood with their 
hands at their sides during the playing of 
the U.S. national anthem. Smith and Car- 
Jos drew their suspensions by holding 
clenched fists overhead in a “black power 
salute" doring the 200-metres award cere- 
mony. . 
 Beamon's jump of 8.90 metrea (39 fect 
διὸ inches), staggered Ralph Boston of 
the U.S. and Igor Ter-Ovanesyan of the 
Soviet Union, co-holders of the old record 
at 835 metres (27 feet, #% inches). 
Neither could approach Beamon's febulous 
leap. Boston got the bronze medal, and 
‘Ter-Ovanesyan did not place. Beamon's leap 
nearly carried him out of the pit, and the 
erowd of 50,000 was nearly hysterical.

Gammoudi, who won the bronze medal 
in the 10,000-metre run earlier in the 
games, took the 5,000 metres by outlast- 
ing Kipchoge Keino of Kenya in ἃ stir- 
Ting stretch drive. Gammoudi's time was 
14 min. 5 sec., well over the Olympic 
record. Naftali Temu of Kenya, winner of 
the 10,000, was a distant third in the 
final of the 5,000.

It was one of the most closely fought 
finals in the Mexico Olympics so far as 
the world record of 17.10 metres 156 feet 
11% in.) set by Gentile in the preliminary 
round was bettered three times before 
Saneev got his winning jump in the last 
round. 

Gyula Zsivotsky, 31-year-old Hungarian 
hammer-thrower who won the silver medal 
in the last two Olympics, hit gold on 
Thursday, He outstripped the reigning 
Olympic champion, Russia's Romuald Klim, 
with a soaring Olympic record throw of 
73.38 metres (240 feet 8 inches). 

Smiloslava Rezkova of Czechoslovakia 
took the women's high jump with a leap 
of 5 feet, 11-5/8 inches. Akorokova Okoroo- 
kova of the Soviet Union was second and 
Valentina Kozyr, also of the Soviet Union, 
third. 

A near riot erupted on Thursday night 
when lightweight boxer Carlos Rivero of 
Uruguay was disqualified for repeated 
fouling. 

Rivero had floored his opponent, Yeter 
Sevimli of Turkey, in the opening round and 
appeared to have a comfortable lead in 
the contest when he was penalized in the 
Second round for butting and in the third 
round for holding.. When -the referee later 
@ecided that Rivero was guilty a second 
time of butting, he disqualified the Uru- 
guayan. 

This action triggered a wild demonstra- 
tlon by the audience, which showered the 
ring with refuse and one-peso coins. Ri- 
vero was disconsolate in his corner and 
cried openly. He was cheered loudly as he 
left the ring. 

When Tauakea stepped down from the

Sir, — The fining of the youths con- 
victed of scrawling political slogans on 
walls across the city with red paint 
strikes me a8 an unimaginative meting 
out of justice. Why could these boys 
not have been set to cleaning up their 
own handiwork,. which continues to de- 
face the city.

The new French envoy: a 
veteran trouble-shooter

PARIS. — 

. FRANCIS Huré, the French Ambas- 

sador, who arrives fo Israel today, is 

a newcomer to Middle Eust diplomacy. 

A caréer spanning over ἃ quarter of a 

century at the Qual WOredy Nis ncver 

brought him closer geographically than 

Turkey. And a succession of posts ut 

four continents have never tovolved him 
directly in its conilicts. 

So 52-year-old M. Huré will be able ta 
apply a fresh mind free of prejudice tu 
his new assignment. He says: “I πᾶνε 
only personal ideas ubout Isruel und these 
are quite provisional. 1 shall have to find 
out on the spot. But of course I have in- 
structions fron. my fovernment. And 
these are absolutely clear.” 


In the present mood of distrust between 
Israel and France the Tet Aviv embassy 
ls certainly one of the most challenging 
posts in the Quai d@'Orsay’s gift to its 
senior diplomats. But clezunt. durk-haired 
M. Huré haus always resperded to chal- 
lenges. Within six months of joining the 
foreign service he resigned in protest 
against the Vichy Goeverninent’s subs: 
sion to the Nazis. Jt was a painful devl- 
sion. His mother was τ widuw. his 
husbands were prisoners of war and he 
was the family's sole support. But he 
chose to escape frum occupied Froner tu 
Spain where he wus held in jiu for sour 
months before he could join the French 
Forces in Algiers. 

A spell of military service as a Heute. 
nant In the Second French Armoured Di- 
vision intervened before he resumed his 
diplomatic cater. He was dispatehed to 
Moscow to clear the way for Russian re- 
cognition of General de Gaulle’s govern- 
ment in exile and fer hi: signature there 
with Stalin of the Franco-Sov: Friend- 
ship Treaty in 1944, After witnessing the 
liberation of Kley and) Minsk, M. Hurt 
wan switched to Pulund where he served 
first in Lublin, the provistunat capttal, and 
then in Warsaw after the Germans” sur- 
render, 

Next came a posting to Tokyo where 
he helped work out the reparations. ugree- 
meats under which the Japanese agreed 
te salvage Indochina's wur-stricken υἱὸς 
nomy. (“But making the loser Pay after 
a war is a grat flusion,” he f 
1048. he spent several months in 
utter Chiang Kai-shek was driven f 
the Chinese mainland fo tempora 
resigned the Presidency. “But It was all 
@ pretence,” says M. Huré. “It was like 
General de Gaulle's retirenient to Colom- 
bey-les-Deux-EngUses.” 


At the U.N. 


Μ᾿ Huré regards the five years which 
he spent as a counsellor at the French 
delegation to the U.N. in the 1950s as 
the most instructive period of his career. 
He says: “It opened my mind to the 
problems of the post-war world: disarmia- 
‘ment; decolonisation; and, of .course, the 
Sequels of the creation of Isruel.” 


After an interesting tour of duty in 
London — he was there during the Suez 
campalgn but was dealing with European 
affairs — his toughest ussignment came 
in 1959. He was sent to Guinea to sound 
out the intentions of Prevident Sekou 
Touré who had decided to go it alone 
when France offered its black colonies 
independence with a prontise of maintala- 
ing their traditional tles. “With a cen- 
tury of colonial prejudice on my shoulders 


I was suspect,” he recalls. “But 1 was able 
Lo warn my government that France could 
not rely on Sekou Tourd's Guipeu.” 

From the Ankara embassy M. Huré 
watched the colonels seize power in Tur- 
key. Then he was recalled to Paris to 
head Uhe private staf of M. Raymond 
Triboulet, the pro-[srael Minister uf Co~ 
operation. This guvermnent department, 
since absarbed by the Foreign Ministry, 
was responaible for French aid to its 
foriuer colonies, Μὲ, Huré recalis: “Here Γ 
learned about the capital problem of our 
epuch, the developing vountries in which 
three bitlien of the wortd'’s forr hillion 
inhubitants Ilve. Diplomats ate so busy 
with Issues of war and peace [that they 
tend to overlook the importance of coun 
tries’ soclal and econamic needs." 

Hls three years at the Ministry of Coe 
operation filled M. Huré with such en- 
thusiusm for the develuping countries thak 
he eagerly accepted hls oext pust as Am- 
bassador to the Cameroons, In Yaounde 
he had a team of 1.000 French teachers, 
eogineers uod doctors workiag under his 
orders, on a big-seale technical and econc- 
mic uid pra uni, After throes years in 
Africa he returned home this summer.

Fatah prisoners on their 


El Fatah prisoners fashion

TEL AVIV. — Convicted Fatah terrorists 
are spending some of their leisure time 
in prison fashioning the symbols of peace 
and carving such things as a replica of 
the Western Wall, complete with praying 
Jews, and the Defence Forces embleni. 

These and other handiworks of Fatah 
priscners drew most of the attention on 
Thursday at the opening of en exhiiitlon 
at the Oren Bowling Club here of handi- 
erafts produced hy prison inmates. The 
exhibition, the first of its Idnd In the 
eountry, is under the patrunage of the 
Police SUnister, Mr. Eliahu Sasson. 

Some of the items on display will be 
sold at ἃ special bazaar to open on Sun- 
day, with all the proceeds to ga to Dan, 
the Israel Society for Handicapped Child- 
reg. 

The Fatah prisoners at the Nablus jail 
specialize in olive-wood carving, while the

Rape-murder trial worries French

ἘΠῚ months after the Muy upheavals, 
the French, in soul-y:arching mood, 
are still conducting an anxigus post- mor- 
tem on their own society. Last week the 
Jaw came under critical scrutiny, follow- 
ding a harrowing trial which turned «very 
court reporter into an cutruged Emile 

Zola. 

A. Polish bricklayer with an unpronounce~ 
able name, Josepn Kaczmarezyk, was ac- 
cused of the rape aod mucder of 4 12 
year-old schoolgir] lust December in the 
small provincial town of Chalons-sur- 
Marne. The press took his guilt for grant- 
ed, and the public — the smiull-minded, 
faintly racialist, provincial public—thirst- 
ed for vengeanee. It found deeply suspect 
that this thickset, tuciturn Slay, never 
tuuehed wine, drank only water. 

Kaczmarc2yk spent nine months In jall 
awaiting trial, Last week fur the first 
time the evidence against him waa weigh- 
ed in public and was found utterly insub- 
stantial. He was uequitted — but his lite 
45 in ruics. 

Kaczmarezyk was named Suspect No. 
1 five weeks after the girl's body was 
found in ἃ canal, and only after 80 other 
Jeads had heen explored ἀπά proved un- 
pronusing. The trail was by this time 
much trampled. A schoclhoy claimed to 
have seen a car, with a registration oum-~- 
her very like his, near the alleged scene 
of the kidnapping. On the night of the 
crime the Pole hud asked his wife to 
wash his shirt and sweater, but she want- 
ed to keep company with their hereaved 
nelghbour, and he had washed them him- 
self. Hig alibi for that evening was con- 
fused and unconvincing. The pollce claim- 
ed that another child had earlier accused 
Kaezmarezyk of molestiog her. 

Last week's trial was a courtroom con- 
test between giants of rhetoric, such as 
the French glory in, Prosecuting counsel 


Maitre René Florivt, a fashionable ornament 
vf the French Bar, is the author of a re- 
eently-puhlished much-noticed book on ce- 
lebrated miscurrlages οὐ Freneh justlee. 
His case against. Kaccmarczyk was tora 
to shreds by ἃ man who had not appear- 
ed in a criminal court for 23 years — 
a voice from the tormented history. of 
wartime France. 

The Pole uwes his neck to Muitre Jacques 
Isorni, defender of Marshal Petain in 1945 
and early enemy of President de Gaulle. 
AS counsel for the OAS in 1963, he ac- 
cused Gen. de Gaulle of rigging the 
courts, which earned him 4 suspension 
from the Bar until his amnesty Jast July. 

Now he is the !dol of the profession. 
The schoolboy sleuth faltered under his 
ioterrogation, He produced an expert to 
say that forensic tests revealed oo trace 
of blood on Kaczmarezyk's clothes, He de- 
monstrated that the little girl who had 
auceused the Pole was a fanciful Sar 
whose charges had already committed her 
own brother-in-law to wrongful imprisoo- 
weut for months. His final triumph was 
ty produce u fresh witness who had seen 
4 littl girl get into ἃ quite different 
var — a Witness the police bad seen but 
not bothered to record. 

The French press is ununimous that 
this case should never have come to trial. 
The evidence did just not warrant it. A 
disturbing light has also been thrown on 
police procedures, one detective inspector 
admitting in court that he had tried tu 
trap Kaczmarczyk into a confession by 
saying to him: “It's all up! We found 
your fingerprints on the girl's satchel!" 
Obvious leads had not been followed up 
and awkward evidence swept under the 
carpet. 

More than one conunentator has ex- 
pressed regret that France does not fol- 
low the British practice of airing a cri- 
minal case before a magistrate at an 
early stage. In France, officials investigiut- 
ing a crime are enjomed by law ta keep 


quiet, but this never prevents juicy titbits 
from being leaked to the newspapers, 50 
that a public hunt for ἃ seapegoat 15. on 
before the basic facts are ascertalned, 

Reporters — would-be novelists — talk 
freely of the “monster" or the “assassin” 
as if aware that guilt remains to be 
proved. .In such a fevered climate, justice 
is not easily come by. 

The fact that only two days were al- 
lowed for Kaczmarczyk's trial has also 
aroused criticism. The jury sat for 12 


uninterrupted hours on the first day, and. 


for 14 on the second, with a break for 
lunch — surely too great a feat of con- 
centration to demand of inexperienced 
jurymen. 

Nor was the tone always edifying. The 
Pole once interrupted Maitre Florlot over 
subtle exigesis of his movenientsy on the 
night of the crime to exclaim “What a 
muddly you are Making of it!" To which 
M. Floriot retorted: “I'd rather make @ 
muddle than ἃ murder; I prefer my 
speciality to yours.” 

The Pole's only other noteworthy inter- 
ventions were sudden yella of "I'm in- 
nocent!" bellowed unnervingly in the court- 
rvom with the full force of his luozs. 
No one has forgotten that France, alone 
among the countrieyg of Evrope, shares 
with Spain the doubtful distinction of re- 
taining the death penatty. 

Kaczmarezyk now wants to divorce his 
wife and never return to the greedy sur- 
veillance of his neighbours from behind 
their lace curtains in Chalons-sur-Marne. 
Now that he has been acquitted what 
compensation does society oWe to such & 
Man? Ours is an age in which every as- 
pect of Ife can be protected by insurance. 
The French are asking themselves whether 
the Ministry of Justice should not be 
held responsible or making good damage 
caused by its officers, in the same way 
for example as it would be held Hable if 
a Ministry car were involved in a banal 
street accident. 


Kfar Yona prison weave camouflage nets 
for the Defence Forces. Among the dis- 
plays from the Nablus prison, there are 
at Jeast four Statue of Liberty-like fi- 
gures holding the white dove of peace 
instead of 8. torch. One outstanding carv- 
ing is a replica of the tomb of Nebi 
Shueib, the Druse saint, at Karnei Hittin 
near Tiberias — inspired by the prisoners’ 
Druse instructor. There are also several 
figures of musicians and Arab pedlars, 
but the overwhelming number of carv- 
lags are of a variety of storks, crocodiles, 
snakes, and lizards. 


The handiworks of Jewish prisoners in- 
clude books, one of them a coniplete Bible 
written in Braille by volunteers from the 
Ma'asiyobu open jail at Ramile. The Braille 
Programme was started at the prison 
about five years ago. The Internaticnal 
Eraille Society donated the necessary 
typewrlters. The project spread to other 
Prisons, and today most of the Braille 
text books in the country are produced 
by prison inmates, 

The Fatah prisoners were brought into 
the programme, the Prisons Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Arle Nir, told The Jerusalem 
Post, after they were shown the work 
done by the Jewish prisoners, 

Items that night Interest sbopp-rs ἰὰ- 
clude decorative sewing chests and jewel- 
lery boxes; some attractive chess and 
shesh-besh boxes; and a great varlety of 
art works including woodcuts, hammered 
copper, and painted glass. Most of these 
were made by inmates of the Ramle and 
Shatta jails. Inmates of the Neve Tirza 
Prison for women contributed embroidery 
and products from their sewing shop. 

The exhibit shows “only a small Part 
of the rehabilitation work done at our 
prisons," Mr. Nir said. “The most impor- 
tant help we give the prisoner ts in ge- 
neral education. Most of our prisoners are 
illiterate or very poorly educated. The 
second phase is vocational training, Here 
we teach not only a trade, but also work 
habits. A great number of prisoners never 
did any real work in their ‘lives. The 
third stage of rehabilitation is social, With 
games, quiz contests, pageants and shows, 
Pet to teach them the give-and-take 
of life.”

Technical flaws in 
Haifa district’s 
fire brigade

HAIFA. — The State Controller's report 
on the Halfa area Fire-Fighting League, 
covering the years from 1961 to 1965S, 
points up only some minor administrative 
flaws, 

But the technical] blemishes the report 
Hsts are More serious. The brigade's man- 
power stands at only 20 per cent of 
regulation strength, with 52 salaried tire- 
men and no volunteers at all... . The pre- 
paredness of the service ts impaired, the 
report says. The establishment is 70 sa- 
luried men and 193 volunteers. 

Each fireman should have at least 250 
hours of training a yeur, the statute 
says, but no such training took place in 
1966-1967.

OGENS Kofod-Hansen, fresh as a 

daisy in his East Jerusulem hotel 
after an all night flight from Coper- 
hagep (“absolutely nothing after Czecho- 
slovakia"), ia the forelgn editor of “Ber- 
\ngske Tidende,” Denmark's largest morn- 
ing newspaper. He is presently cngaged 
in the ‘relatively restful assignment of 
leading a group of former Danish resis- 
tance fighters here to celebrate Denmark 
Week. This he igs unusually qualified 
for since he hag visited Israel no less 
than 11 times since 1957 ag well as 
miost of the Middle Eastern countries, 
and describes his ephere of profesaional 
interest as “that small field, Asia and 
Africa.” 

But Kofod-Hansen is something more 
than another Middle Hast expert. During 
the Nazi occupation of Denmark he was 
active in Wegal press work and in the 
process “I wea lucky enough to witness 
the landing of an experimental V-1 on 
the island of Bernholm.” He was also 
canny enough to photograph both it and 
the island landing site, steal a sailing 
boat belonging to a local Nazi and es- 
cape to neutral Sweden. He wag aware 
that this photograph would provide the 
misaing Unk in the Allies’ knowledge of 
Nazi missiles. 

This was in 1943 and “in those days 
one couldn't just get a tieket from 
Sweden to London." He was thus obliged

Journalist remembers 
Danish resistance

However romantic it may be in retro-

Hansen points out that the -famous "As- 
trid" had. room for Httle more than 25 
people. Though its skipper Konag Borge- 
son made the trip many times over, night 
after night for no ‘money, he alone could 
not save the 7,220 who escaped the 
Nazis in Denmark. "Thousands of people 
were involved in the operation and a 
whole fleet of fishing smacks, eargo 
boats, dinghies — anything that people 
could grab.” ᾿ 

He explaing all this concerted altrutem 
in disarmingly rational terms: “Well, 
woulda't you belp your neighbour if he 
was in trouble?" and does not ascribe 
any special virtue to the Danes. “In fact 
many Daneg may not like me saying this, 
but when our U.N. personnel in Africa 
are praised for thelr lack of colour 
consciousness, I often think it's because 
we just have no Negroes in Denmark.” 
He does admit however to the etability 
of Danish democratic institutions and their 
absolute intolerance of Nazism, 


: FIRST JEWS 

When all this happened “T was a young 
Provincial journalist who had never even 
seen a Jew before.” But he soon got to 
see them In camps set up by the Swedish 
Church and authorities where he was 
hired os an interpreter and ἃ typist. 
What were his first Jews like? “Well, 
they were all kinds. Some who had re- 
cently come from Germany and Eastern 
Europe did not have much Danish for 
Me to interpret from, others we called 
‘the Vikings,’ since their families had 
been In Denmark for over 100 years, and 
they were just Danes.” He also encounter- 
ed for the first time Danish Aalutzim who 
had been training on farms in Deomark 
and thus first learnt about Zionism. 

Mogens Kofod-Hansen coneiders’ this 
bmief encounter with the Jews of the 
Danish Rescue as the begin of a 
long interest in refugees, particularly in 
Asia and Africa. He also has been fasci- 
nated ever since with Israel and toured 
the country soon after its independence, 
Of the refugees in the Middle East he 
says: “It is a great human problem. But 


Israel cannot give up ali in trying to . 


solve 11."

New York gives better start 
to ‘last chance’ children

NEW YORK, 1 Ofns1. — 
ἘΞ the first time in its history, New 
York's elementary school pepulation 
has become, perhaps irrevecably, more 
black than White. This is also becoming 
the pattern in all America's northero 
cities, and it will beeoine even more 
marked with the continued Might of mid- 
@e-class whites to tne suburbs, 

Racial ieelings aside, while parests are 
reluctant to have their children cducated 
alongside Negroes, believing that coloured 
children are less bright and slower to 
learn, Negro parents, In turn, belleve 


. that the white teachers are not prepzred 


-to take trouble with their children. The 
teachers’ response is that the Negro child- 
ren usually require extra coaching which 
they do not have time ta give. 

Thea circle is vicious and constant. It 
is at the root of the recent teachers" 
strike in New York Clty and tt is likely 
to be the basis of even more conflict and 
disruption in the schools. So far, none 
of the conventional methods of dealing 
with the problem has succeeded. 

Integration is clearly not enough, vor 
are the attempts to Improve sechouls in 
Negro neighbourhoods — for however new 
their buildings, however good thelr teach- 
ing methods, the basic raw material is 
often lacking. Many Negro children start 
school at age six «when formal educa- 
tion begins in most of the United States) 
with no background of learning in the 
home, and this disadvantage can only he 
compounded in future years as they com- 
pete with children more fortunate, 


At a conservative cstimate, most Negro 
children are ἃ year behind whites when 
they start school together. The sap tends 
to widen as time passes and the coloured 
children find themeelves less able to keep 
up. In fact, this gap has nothing to do 
with colour. It ig hecuuse “Negro” and 
“poverty” are synonymous, and to be poor 
usually means to be starved of learning 
too. 

TYPICAL CHILD 

The typical child from a Negro slum 
hag never known a father, and his mother 
works, exhaustingly, at ἃ menial job. 
Only hig barest physical needs have been 
satisfied. No one has ever read to hin, 
explained anything to him, or shown con- 
cern about his mental development. He 
has grown up mumbling in monosyilabics, 
unable to use. speech to express his 
thoughts. Meeting the children of aver- 
age, educated parents, he is unable ta 
communicate with them, and probably 
never will, And what he has lost in 
those pre-school years may never be made 
up. 

a team of educators at the University 
of Ilinvis describe children like this as 
“last chance” children. After years of 
study, the team — led by Dr. Carl Be- 
reiter and Dr. Siegfried Engelmann — 
beHeve that the only hope for disadvant- 
aged children (who, of course, also in- 
clude poor whites) is to subject them 
to repetitious, high-pressure teaching for 
the two years before school begins. After 
age six, they say, it is already too late. 

Their theory Is opposed by traditional 
educationalists who αἱ to the old ideas 
about developing individuality and letting 
children's minds grow at their own rate. 
Jt is also allen to the standard Amer- 
ican nursery school which usually serves 
the children who least need it, and which 
concentrates on creative play and social 
behaviour. Yet it is slowly becoming ac- 


cepted in problem areas — in the slums § 


of Washington D.C., Tennessee and Mis- 
sissippi. This year it is also being tried 
for the first time in New York. 

The Bereiter-Engelmann method de- 
mands two hours of intensive pre-school 
teaching every day for the two pre- 
school yeurs. There is no time off for

Israel TV. expands 
transmission network 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Ninety-five per cent of the country will 
receive Israel TV broadcasts by next 
summer, when 100-kilowatt transmitters 
will be in operation in Haifa for the North, 
and in Beersheba for the South, Mr. 
Ya'‘acov Siev, Jerusalem and Southern 
District Engineer in the Posts Ministry, 
told The Jerusalem Post on Friday. In 
addition, the main transmitter at Eitanim, 
near Jerusalem, will have its power 
doubled to 200 kilowatts, Mr. Ζὲν said. 

Haifa and Beersheba now have only 
limited reception in the immediate area 
of 2 small 1-kw. transmitter each. Haifa's 
new station is being built at the site of a 
former British radar post and will be 
eompleted by next summer. Beerheba’s 
station, several kilometres south of the 
city, is expected to be ready in about 
six months, because it is using the instal- 
lations of an existing radio-telephone re- 
lay station. A 150-metre high tower at 
each station will support the TV antenna. 

The North now has one relay trans- 
mitter, of 1-kw., in Safad. However, there 
is occasional interference with reception 
from Eitanim when Egypt broadcasts on 
the same channel. The North will get two 
more relay stations within the year. One. 
at the hilltop Crusader fortress site of 
Kochav Hayarden, will serve the Belsan 
and Jordan Valleys. The second, at 
Manara, will transmit to Kiryat Shmona 
and Upper Galilee. 

South of Bersheba, relay stations are 
being built at Mitzpe Ramon, Grofit and 
Eilat, and they will enable partial recep- 
tion at these places even before the Beer- 
sheba transmitter fa completed, .Mr. Ziv 
said A Σ᾿ τ station going up in Arad.

problems of the world at large”. 

The Danish Folk Hjgh School whose 
foundation stone was laid last Friday at 
Wibbutz Neot Mordechal, is part of the 
history of Scandinavian democracy. 

A clergyman poet by the name of NF.S. 
Grundvig, conceived the idea of a spe- 
clal educational centre for adults where 
they would learn about “the national and 
community life we all can and must 
share in.” This was in the 1830s when. 
representative parliamentary government 
was just beginning in Denmark. Today. 
there are approximately 65 folk high 
schools in Denmark which are attended 
by young farmers and workers (still 
slightly more of the former) between the 
ages of 18 and 25, . ᾿ 

No entrance or leaving examinations aro 
held, and no certificates are given either. 
About 70 per cent of the students receive 
State grants based on a scale related to 
their family’s means. 

The folk high schools are still popular in 
Denmark. In the old days they used to 
turn out leaders of democratic and co- 
operative movements and instigators of 
educational and religious reform. Today. 


‘the 7,000 young Danes who yearly attend 


the folk high schools often make very suc- 
cessful hospital nurses, kindergarten teach- 
ers, and likewise tend to do well both in 
public institutions and private industry. 

‘The school at Neot Mordechai will clear- 
ly belong to the labour movement and the 
idea of it as a “bridge to working in de- 
veloping countries" has already been for- 
mulated. The intention 18 not mere Danish- 
ness but the burgeoning of a amall inter- 
national community, starting with 35 stu- 
dents, gradually incorporating Israeli guest 
teachers and students from all over the 
world. The eventual language of instruc. 
tion, its founders both in Denmark and 
Israel hope, will be English.

defence. 

Mr. Pincus told the U.J.A. misgion that 
the help of world Jewry during the past 
two emergency campaigns kept this coun- 
try going in all the areas unrelated to the 
military work. 

Despite the defence burden, Israelis must 
be helped.to educate the children of il- 
iterate parents and break the cultural 
gap, he said.
